Sire, 



WE, the undersigned Members of the Trinity College Grand District 
Orange Lodge, beg leave most humbly to approach Your Majesty’s Throne, and 
to offer our sincere and heartfelt thanks for the sentiments expressed in Your 
Majesty’s late most gracious declaration, of remaining firm to those Protestant 
principles which placed the illustrious House of Brunswick on the Throne of these 
Realms. 



Our confidence, as well as that of every well-wisher to our glorious Constitution 
and British connexion, has been rc-assured by the prompt confirmation of these 
sentiments, given by Your Majesty’s dismissal of a Ministry, from whose line of 
policy we had every reason to be in the highest state of alarm for the existence of 
those Protestant institutions and privileges which form the basis of this free and 
enlightened Empire. 

Connected as we are with an University, founded by one of Your Majesty’s most 
illustrious Predecessors, Queen Elizabeth, for the furtherance of the religion of the 
Bible and the principles of the British Constitution, we cannot but repudiate, in the 
strongest manner possible, the doctrine attempted to be promulgated, that the 
Sovereign should be subservient to the dictation of the People in the choice of 
His Ministers. 



We cannot conclude without expressing, that although the fundamental laws of 
our Society, enjoining loyalty to The King and Constitution, would have impelled 
us to the course we are now pursuing; yet the debt of gratitude which Your 
Majesty’s late acts in favour of the Protestants of this Country have laid us under 
adds to our readiness in coming forward to support Your Majesty to the utmos 
of our power with our lives and properties in the constitutional exercise ot 
Your Majesty’s just prerogative.
